8 confirm to the Department of State Police that the manufacturer has complied with
9 subsection (b) of this section.

10 (2 On the sdle, rental, or transfer of the handgun, the dedler shall
11 forward the sealed container to the Department of State Police Crime Laboratory.

12 (d) On receipt of a shell casing and information as required in subsection (b) of
13 this section, the Department of State Police Crime Laboratory shall enter the
14 information in each relevant database.]
